Orval E. Faubus, governor of Arkansas for twelve years, 
announced this year that he would not seek re-election. An 
adept politician, he moved into the Governor’s Mansion in 
1954. 

Faubus began his rise to political prominence as post¬ 
master in his hometown, Huntsville. He was then County 
Clerk of Madison County, a member of the State Highway 
Commission, and finally, administrative assistant to the man 
he succeeded as governor. 

Faubus has not been a frequent visitor to the campus 
this year; however, he has continued to show interest in the 
development of the University. Under his administration, the 
UofA has embarked on its largest expansion and building 
program.

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Mullins Seeks $50 Million Program 



David Wiley Mullins has served as 
President of the University of Arkansas 
since 1960. During the past five years the 
University has completed construction on 
the main campus at a cost of approximately 
$12 million. The enrollment has increased 
approximately 63 per cent. In his Presi¬ 
dent’s Report this year. Dr. Mullins an¬ 
nounced a $50 million building program 
for the UofA for the next 10 years. 

Dr. Mullins was born in Ash Flat and 
graduated with honors in 1931 from the 
UofA. He earned his M.A. degree from 
the University of Colorado and his Doctor 
of Education Degree at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity. He holds an Honorary Doctor of 
Uaws Degree from Hendrix College. 

From 1941 until he came to the UofA. 
Dr. Mullins held various positions at 
Auburn University where he served as 
Executive Vice President for eleven years 
just prior to coming to the University.

The College of Arts and Sciences is the largest col¬ 
lege of the University. Objectives of the College are to 
train students to be specialists in the scientific or cultural 
field of their choice and to give them the components 
of a general, liberal arts education. 

A parallel objective is to encourage and develop re¬ 
search and other creative activity in each department 
of the College. Students are made acquainted with lead¬ 
ing ideas and significant facts and mastery of habits of 
thought and methods of work in the natural and social 
sciences, languages, literature, fine arts, history and 
philosophy. 

Under the administration of Dean Robert F. Kruh 
and his assistant, Robert S. Fairchild, the college works 
toward its goal, offering four baccalaureate degrees at¬ 
tained by completion of a basic curriculum. 

The Honors Program, co-ordinated by Dr. Harold 
I). Hantz, is the outstanding feature of the College. This 
program is designed to provide every possible oppor¬ 
tunity to the superior student for achieving a level of 
accomplishment which might not normally be possible. 
A student is nominated to participate in the honors pro¬ 
gram at the end of his sophomore year on the basis of 
performance shown during the first two years of study.

College Researches Agri Problems 


As the Land Grant College for the state, the 
University is responsible for leadership in agriculture 
and home economics. The division of Agriculture, 
which includes programs of resident teaching, re¬ 
search and extension in agriculture and home eco¬ 
nomics. assumes this responsibility of leadership. 

As well as the technical agriculture and home 
economics curriculum, the college also includes basic 
training in the sciences and humanities. There are 
five plans which an agriculture student may choose 
to best satisfy his interests and goals. Students in 
home economics may enroll in electives or the teacher- 
education curriculum. In accordance with an agree¬ 
ment with the College of Veterinary Medicine of Okla¬ 
homa State University, residents of Arkansas may com¬ 
plete training in veterinary medicine at OSU without 
paying out-of-state tuition.

Paul W. Milam is dean of the College of Business 
Administration, which is the second largest college at the 
University. 

The purpose of the BA college is to educate stu¬ 
dents for positions of leadership and responsibility in 
private business, government service and non-business 
organizations. It offers specialized courses in several 
fields of business, including accounting, finance, tax¬ 
ation, management, marketing, transportation, labor and 
education. Also incorporated in BA are two research 
bureaus and the Department of Economics which operates 
under the general rules of the College of Arts and 
Sciences. 

The Bureau of Business and Economic Research, 
whose facilities are available to faculty and graduate 
students, seeks to discover methods of increasing the 
incomes of the people of Arkansas and improve the 
teaching effectiveness of the College. The Industrial Re¬ 
search and Extension Center, established in 1955, serves 
as the educational and fact-finding arm of the College. 

The library of the College is part of the general 
University Library and is housed in the Library Build¬ 
ing. The collection comprises approximately 21,000 vol¬ 
umes on economics and business. Careful selection of 
publications purchased has made this library one of the 
most useful in this region in the fields of economics and 
business.

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Education Trains Nation’s Teachers 


The College of Education prepares students for pro¬ 
fessional service in the fields of teaching, counseling, 
supervision and school administration, lhe college also 
strives to improve education in general by providing- 
consultative services, by engaging in educational re¬ 
search, by encouraging young persons to enter the 
teaching profession and by maintaining a Teacher Place¬ 
ment Bureau. 

A Committee on Teacher Education, composed of 
representatives from the Colleges of Agriculture and 
Home Economics, Arts and Sciences, BA and Education, 
continually studies the total program of teacher educa¬ 
tion and makes recommendations for its improvement. 

By meeting specific requirements of the College of 
Education, education majors and students from other 
colleges on campus may participate in the student teach¬ 
ing program. The University Elementary School in Pea¬ 
body Hall provides facilities on the elementary level. 
Students in the secondary field are sent to schools in 
Fayetteville and surrounding areas. 

Henry H. Kronenberg is dean of the College of Edu¬ 
cation. Under his direction, the college’s program has 
been approved by the National Council for Accreditation 
of Teacher Education.

The College of Engineering’s principal aim is to 
train students in the basic and specialized concepts of 
engineering. A second, hut equally important, objective 
is to prepare its students to meet the engineering pro¬ 
fession’s demands for persons of high moral standards 
and ethics who are outstanding in citizenship and leader¬ 
ship. 

Engineering education at the University dates back 
to 1873, just two years after the founding of the UofA. 
The first degrees were given in civil engineering in 1888, 
hut a separate department was not established until 1897. 
A department of electrical engineering was founded that 
year, and a department of mechanical engineering was 
added in 1903. A course in mining engineering was begun 
in 1880 hut dropped in 1886 due to lack of demand. 
Chemical engineering was first offered in 1903 through 
the chemistry department of Arts and Sciences. This 
division became a part of the College of Engineering 
in 1945. 

The first dean of the College of Engineering was 
William N. Gladson, who served in this capacity from 
1913 to 1936. George F. Branigan, who is presently dean, 
was appointed in 1948. 
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An Engineer's life begins with the simplest formulas and progresses into the most difficult and complex formulas 


known to man.

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Graduate School Growing Steadily 


The Graduate School was organized under pro¬ 
visions of the Federal Land-Grant Act and instituted 
by the General Assembly of Arkansas March 27. 1871. 
The first students were enrolled in January, 1872. 

Virgil W. Adkisson is dean of the graduate school. 
He also serves as chairman of the University Committee 
on Research Facilities and as Research Coordinator. 

Though the main center for the school is on the 
Fayetteville campus, the school has centers at Little 
Rock and Fort Smith, which offer limited credit through 
the facilities of three Arkansas colleges. 

The University of Arkansas is one of the sponsoring 
institutions of the Oak Ridge Institute of Nuclear 
Studies. Through this association, staff members may 
study and do research work at Oak Ridge. The National 
Defense Education Act program and the National Sci¬ 
ence Foundation program are two other fellowship pro¬ 
grams in which graduate students may participate. 

Masters’s degrees which may be conferred are: 
Master of Arts, Master of Science, Master of Fine 
Arts, Master of Music, Master of Business Admin¬ 
istration and Master of Education. Seventeen advanced 
degrees are also offered, including a Doctor of Edu¬ 
cation and a Doctor of Philosophy.

Law’s Mock Trials Interest Many 

The primary objective of the School of Law is to 
provide a thorough preparation for the practice of law 
and to prepare the student either to practice in com¬ 
mon law jurisdictions or to seek employment in govern¬ 
ment or private business. 

Ralph C. Barnhart, dean of the Law School, works 
with the Arkansas Bar Association in a program of 
continuing legal education to keep practicing lawyers 
abreast on new developments in law. 

One of the most interesting aspects of the Law 
School, for the whole campus, is the mock court cases. 
All law students are required to complete assignments 
in the preparation of appellate briefs and in oral argu¬ 
ment of appellate cases. A practice court for third-year 
students is conducted so that experience may be ob¬ 
tained in the trial of jury cases. The various stages 
of a trial are demonstrated, with students participating 
under the guidance of an instructor. 

The Law School was established in the fall of 1924; 
in 1953 a new law school building, Waterman Hall, 
was finished.

Medical Center Leads In Research 


The University Medical Center is made up of the 
Schools of Medicine, Nursing and Pharmacy. Located 
in Little Rock, it is noted for the excellent facilities 
and personnel. It is regarded as one of the most modern 
institutions of its kind in the nation. The T. H. Barton 
Institute for Medical Research houses an extensive re¬ 
search program at the Center. 

Since the School of Medicine is affiliated with the 
Veterans Administration Hospitals in Little Rock and 
North Little Rock, under a nationwide program, beds 
in those hospitals are utilized for teaching purposes. 
The Hospital and outpatient clinic provide examinations 
and treatment for thousands of patients each year. Class¬ 
room instruction is supplemented by actual experience 
with patients who come to the Center. 

The School of Medical Technology and the School 
of X-Ray Technology are administered within the 
framework of the School of Medicine. 

Dr. Winston K. Shorey is the Dean of Medicine. 


The Center is a completely modern complex housing three schools. 
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All Aspects Of Medicine Taught 


The School of Pharmacy was established in the fall 
of 1951. Stanley G. Mittelstaedt is the dean. The school 
is concerned primarily with training students in areas 
dealing with the supplying, assembling and preparing 
the medicinals used for the prevention, cure and control 
of disease. The scope of training is broad, so as to 
prepare students to become leaders in the public health 
professions. 

The School of Nursing is directed by Miss Eloris 
Field, Dean of Nursing. It was established to help 
meet the pressing demand for skilled nurses and to fill 
a long-standing need in Arkansas for an educational 
program combining college-level instruction in academic- 
subjects with professional education for nurses. 

This year the school of Nursing on the Fayetteville 
campus was discontinued. Now a nursing student en¬ 
rolls in Arts and Sciences at Fayetteville for two years, 
then transfers to the School at Little Rock for the 
second two years. The training at the Medical Center 
is concentrated in the areas of clinical and other practice 
fields.

The Division of Student Affairs, under the super¬ 
vision of the Dean of Students, is responsible for 
various student activities. It is composed of the Dean 
of Students, the Dean of Women, the Dean of Men 
and the Coordinator of Student Aid. 

The main function of the personnel is to co-ordinate 
the activities of the students with the activities of the 
University as a whole. The Division includes the Stu¬ 
dent Counseling Service, Infirmary, Food Services, 
Student Union, Book Store, Placement Office, financial 
aid and part-time employment services. Along with these 
duties, it has the responsibility of working with all stu¬ 
dent organizations in terms of student welfare, morale 
and discipline. 

Student government, in its many phases, works 
directly with the Division of Student Affairs. These 
aspects are, in the main, the Student Senate, Associ¬ 
ated Students, Inter-Fraternity Council, Panhellenic 
Council, Men’s Interhall Council. Women’s Interhall 
Council and Off Campus Women and Men. 

Four secretaries in the Division, Miss Alford. Mrs. 
Brown, Mrs. Swearingen and Mrs. Doughty, keep things 
running smoothly for both the Deans and the students. 
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Division Coordinates Many Services 


Dr. D. Whitney Halladay, Dean of Students, grad¬ 
uated from Pomona College and received his Ed. D. 
degree from Columbia University. He came to the 
UofA from the University of Florida in 1956. He is 
active in the Fayetteville Army Reserve of which he 
is a Lt. Colonel. 

Dr. Jacqueline Sterner, Dean of Women, directs and 
coordinates all phases of the co-ed campus activity. 
She received her B.A. and M.S. from Indiana Uni¬ 
versity and her Ph.D. from Ohio State University. She 
came to the UofA from Texas Tech, where she was 
Assistant Dean of Women. 

Col. Ralph T. Simpson acts on all requests for 
financial aid. 

Miss Grace Vineyard, Assistant Dean of Women, 
works with all phases of the women’s program, but 
concentrates mainly on freshmen. George Yourick, Dean 
of Men, plans and implements a social-educational pro¬ 
gram designed to supplement the classroom experiences 
of men students. Dean Yourick came to the University 
from the University of California at Berkeley. His de¬ 
grees are from the University of New Mexico. Frank 
C. Michel, Assistant Dean of Men, has the responsibility 
of the fraternity program and the foreign student pro¬ 
gram. His secondary responsibilities pertain to general 
counseling and advising of students, collectively and 
individually. Dean Michel received his degree from 
Washington State University.

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GIT Provides Advanced Research 


The University of Arkansas has established the 
Graduate Institute of Technology as part of its edu¬ 
cational facilities. Well equipped laboratories are avail¬ 
able at the Institute center in Little Rock. 

The overall objectives of the GIF are, first, to 
provide an opportunity for graduates in science and 
engineering, including those currently employed, to 
continue their studies to be able to qualify for ad¬ 
vanced degrees in the fields of science and technology, 
and, second, to engage in advanced research so as to 
expand the field of scientific knowledge. 

These objectives supplement each other in that re¬ 
search must be a part of the graduate training of 
scientists and engineers, and graduate students or other 
technical assistants are essential to effective research. 

The research program is designed to supplement the 
academic program by providing practical operating 
experience for students. Several research projects are 
related to space exploration and instrument application 
of lasers. Other research is health-related; and another 
project concerns the development of new and im¬ 
proved techniques for determining water quality. 

William B. Stiles is the Director of the GIT.

The English play, “Stop The World I Want To Get 
Off,” was brought to America by Leslie Bricusse and 
Anthony Newley.

Probably the most memorable aspect of the play 
was the songs now popular on the American scene such 
as: “What Kind of Fool Am I?”, “Someone Nice Like 
You”, and “Once In a Lifetime”.

The Disenchanted, written by Budd Schulberg and 
Harvey Breit, was directed this winter by Robert Bon¬ 
nard. It was based on the tragic last days of the 
20th century American author, F. Scott Fitzgerald. 
In the play Fitzgerald was portrayed in the character 
of Manley Halliday. The audience followed Halliday 
through a week of agony in which he attempted to 
write some cheap scripts for a Hollywood producer 
in order to make enough money to allow him to finish 
his great novel. Because of the fact he obtained many 
ideas for his works by nursing old memories, a great 
many flashbacks were employed. The producer, and his 
kind, epitomized the dangerous industrialization of the 
arts.

The flashback technique used, brought reminiscences 
into the mind of Manley, many of which were obses¬ 
sions with his wife which brought him only frustrations. 
The flashback was the main scenic devise in the play, 
bringing insight into the decreasingly productive life 
of Manley Halliday. For, “After a while you don’t 
count the years, you count the number of your dis- 
enchantments”.

Jean Anouilh’s “Becket”, directed by Norman De¬ 
Marco, ended the theatre year at the University on a 
high note.

Simple, yet forceful and moving, sets enhance the 
acting abilities of the cast. Memorable roles were 
turned in by Rip Ellis as a cardinal to the Pope; the 
Pope. Jack Cohen; Martha Shields, the Queen Mother 
and Nonnie Wilson, Gwendolen.

New Constitution 


The drafting and passing of a new constitution was 
the outstanding achievement of the 1965-’66 Student 
Senate. There were many other significant accomplish¬ 
ments which earned for the Senate the recognition of 
being one of the most active and responsible in recent 
years. 

Committees were established to help organize the 
plans for the new student union, to study the possibility 
of building an auditorium jointly with the city of 
Fayetteville, to draft a new cheerleader code, outlining 


a new method of selecting cheerleaders and to investi¬ 
gate the possibilities for setting up a university radio 
station. Much of the work and worth of these commit¬ 
tees will be decided by the year-end reports they will 
give to the Senate. 

A Student Senate salary act fixed the salaries of all 
student government officials; an act classified all the 
organizations on campus recognized by the Senate and 
the University and a minimum grade point was set for 
participation in extra-curricular activities.

Associated Student officers Mac Glover, president; 
Jim Lee Morgan, vice-president; Gail Bigge, secretary 
and Bill Dillard, treasurer, worked together efficiently 
this year. Until April Morgan did a very capable job 
as President of the Senate when he stepped down under 
the new constitution and that position was assumed 
by Glover. Glover and Morgan spent most of the year 
checking on the committee meetings and communications 
between these committees, organizations and the ad¬ 
ministration. Glover implemented an evaluation of each 
committee’s work to determine whether they were neces- 
sarv and should be abolished. 

Gail fulfilled her campaign promise by having all 
minutes of the Senate meetings available the next morn¬ 
ing. Dillard kept the Senate in the black throughout 
the year. 

The Student Court gained in prominence and respect 
this year. One of the first questions the court handled 
was an interpretation of the rule defining representation 
of Off Campus Men. Problems dealing with the mis-use 
of I. D. cards and student conduct at football games 
were also decided. During the spring election, the court 
was called upon to rule on two significant questions: 
first, whether students who did not meet the grade point 
requirement were eligible to run for office and second, 
could a campus governing body (MIHC) support a 
candidate with funds? The Court ruled in the first case 
that a student could not and in the second case that 
there was insufficient evidence. 

Senior class officers J. J. Scroggin, president, and 
Missy Alford, secretary, helped the commencement 
committee plan the graduation exercises.

Barnhill, Staff Lead Hogs’ Rise 


It has largely been through the efforts and fore¬ 
sight of athletic director John Barnhill that the Razor- 
back sports program has enjoyed a meteoric rise to 
national prominence in the past few years. 

Barnhill came to Arkansas in 1946 and began by 
winning a Southwest Conference championship (the 
UA’s first clear title) and two bowl bids. This stirred 
the interest of the state, but it took a revitalization 
of the state Razorback Clubs, the setting up of an 
Educational and Athletic Scholarship program and the 
establishment of the Razorback Sports Network (the 
largest college sports network in the nation) to start 
the University on the road to the top. 

Head football coach Frank Broyles came to the 
University from Missouri, and Arkansas fans have been 
happy ever since. He has become the SWC’s winningest 
coach with a national championship, six bowl bids 
and six conference championships. 

Head basketball coach Glen Rose retired at the end 
of the past season after more than thirty years of 
association with University athletic teams. Labled the 
Dean of Southwest Conference coaches, he retired 
ranking ninth in the nation in won-lost record among 
active coaches. 

George Cole, assistant athletic director, began his 
Universitv career as an All-SWC quarterback in 1927. 
He has been associated with the UofA ever since.

Bob Cheyne, Sports Publicity Director, announced this spring that 
Bud Campbell would replace him as announcer for the Razorback football 
games over the UofA Sports Network. Cheyne said that a championship 
team required too much of his time in other areas on football weekends.

Arkansas 28—Okla. State 14 


The 1965 season loomed big for the defending national champion 
Arkansas Razorbacks, and head coach Frank Broyles was quick to 
point out that every game along the way wouldn’t be a pushover 
just because the Hogs were undefeated. 

But that didn’t dampen the spirits of a crowd of 44,000 who 
turned out for the Razorback’s season opener with Oklahoma State 
in Little Rock on September 18. 

Bobby Burnett established himself as the inside powerhouse, 
while wingbacks Jim Lindsey and Harry Jones took turns proving 
the Razorbacks were just as effective outside. 

Brittenum hit Jones for three quick strikes and the first score, 
and in the second period Jones galloped 50-yards around end un¬ 
touched for the second touchdown. Lindsey led the next drive with 
a 31-yard scamper, and Burnett and Brittenum combined to put the 
ball at the eight where Brittenum took it across. 

This was final proof that Arkansas was dynamite offensively, 
although the game still left defensive questions.

Arkansas 20—Tulsa 12 

The Razorbacks had shown a slight second half letdown against 
OSU in the category in which Tulsa was offensively strongest—pass 
defense. So head coach Frank Broyles was apprehensive about the 
stout Hurricanes. He warned that the Sept. 25 game would be one 
of the Hogs’ toughest of the season, both physically and mentally— 
time proved him right. 

Arkansas got an early break when Tulsa fumbled, and Loyd 
Phillips recovered in the opening minutes. Ronny South booted a 
29-yard field goal, giving Arkansas a 3-0 lead, but moments later 
the tide turned when Tulsa intercepted a pass at midfield. Tulsa’s 
quarterback passed for the score. A blocked PAT gave Tulsa a 
6-3 lead. The lead seesawed twice more, and the Hurricane held a 
12-10 edge at halftime. 

Arkansas stiffened defensively in the third quarter and forced 
a Tulsa fumble which South converted for a 45-yard field goal and 
the lead, 13-12. The Hogs drove again, this time 77-yards with 
Brittenum hitting Crocket for the winning points.

Against Tulsa, Arkansas was forced to 
scramble from behind, and in effect, it seemed 
to jell the offense. The Porkers were an aroused 
group when they met Texas Christian in Little 
Rock and proved it at the expense of the 
Horned Frogs. 

Before 47,000 fans the Hogs went into 
game No. 15 and on the opening drive slashed 
71 yards in 14 plays. Alternating between Harry 
Jones, Bobby Burnett and Bobby Crockett, 
quarterback Jon Brittenum marshalled the Hogs 
steadily downfield, sending Burnett over from 
the one. 

Brittenum hit three straight passes after 
TCU was stopped cold, then gave Burnett the 
ball four straight times until he scored. A short 
TCU punt put Arkansas ahead 21-0 in the third 
period with Jones scoring on a 21-yard pitch- 
out. Jones followed this with a 59-yard sprint 
around end for the final score, picking up 
flawless blocking. This first conference win of 
the season strengthened the Hog’s chances as 
a SWC title contender.

Arkansas 38—Baylor 7 

Arkansas had faced three straight throwing ball-clubs in its 
early season play, and it served to groom the Razorbacks for a 
fourth, Baylor, when the two met in Waco, October 9. 

Baylor was hampered by the loss of ace passer Terry Southall, 
and the defensive backfield got the best of the Baylor subs with six 
interceptions. The Bears fumbled early, and on Arkansas’ first of¬ 
fensive play Brittenum ducked his way 18 yards up the middle to 
the Baylor 26. Harry Jones scored four plays later. Baylor held the 
next Razorback drive at the 24, and South booted a three-pointer 
for a 10-0 lead. Then, with 25 seconds left in the half, Tommy 
Trantham picked off a Bear aerial and raced 69 yards to paydirt. 

Jack Brasuell returned a Baylor punt to the four to start the 
third quarter, and Burnett scored on the next play. A high center 
to punter Bobby Nix gave Baylor the ball at the Hogs’ 15, where 
Gene Cheshire caught the scoring pass — the first against Arkansas 
in six league games. 

The Porkers finished with two fourth period scores.

An Arkansas-Texas game is exciting anywhere, even without 
national television coverage in color to spruce it up. But throw in 
a 16-0 Arkansas record, a 10-0 Texas record and the No. 1 national 
rating and the excitement boils. 

First, Longhorn Phil Harris hobbled a punt on the five when hit 
by Richard Trail. Martine Bercher scrambled on it. Texas drove to 
the Arkansas 20 in retaliation, but Harris missed a handoff and 
defensive end Tommy Trantham caught the ball in mid-air and 
raced 77 yards for the second score. Arkansas led, 13-0. The Porkers 
drove to the Texas 15 early in the second period, where two plays 
later Bobby Crockett snagged an 11-yarder for the TD. Two TD’s 
were called back. Texas surged back and led 24-21 with four 
minutes to go. 

Brittenum and Crockett sparked the Arkansas offense with five 
passes for 68 yards in a last minute drive. The last snag was a 
diving catch for 14-yards at the Texas one. Brittenum dived over 
to send Razorback Stadium into pandemonium and the Hogs home 
with a 27-24 win and the No. 1 national rating.

But the Eagles proved that they were game 
for the No. 1 ranked Hogs and managed to 
push across three touchdowns, riddling Arkan¬ 
sas’ young defensive secondary.

Going after win No. 19, the Razorbacks set out against the Texas 
A&M Aggies at Little Rock on October 30 with a ruthless defense 
and a powerful offense. The result, after a stalemate first period, 
was a 31-0 pasting of A&M at the hands of the Porkers, who found 
that they couldn’t do anything wrong. 

Arkansas put together a 77-yard drive early in the second period 
with Jim Lindsey, Harry Jones, Bobby Burnett and Bobby Crockett 
proving equally effective. Once inside the 20, Burnett hammered 
home with three successive carries. Burnett again ate up ground 
for the second score, plunging 29 yards in two carries before Jones 
brought down a 38-yard pass at the A&M seven. Then Burnett gave 
Arkansas a 14-0 lead. South added a 25-yard field goal to end the 
half, and the Hogs led 17-0. 

Quarterback Jon Brittenum passed 12 yards to Lindsey early in 
the third quarter, and then Ronny South took over and engineered an 
80-yard scoring drive that ended with South pitching a 39 yard pass 
to Crockett in the end zone. It was a flawless Arkansas performance.

Moments after the first score, 
Rice hobbled a hand-off, and Arkansas took charge, scoring with 
Ronny South booting a 37-yard field goal. Rice moved into scoring 
territory, but Bobby Roper picked off a Rice pass and was brought 
down at the Owl nine, where Burnett took only two carries to score. 
It stayed at 17-0 until the final period when Brittenum hit Crockett 
with a quick series of passes and then handed off to Burnett for 
the score. 

Rice, continually in a hole, was forced to throw, and Lee Johnson 
picked off an Owl pass at the ten, where Jim Lindsey bruised over 
on the first play. It was Arkansas’ second straight 31-0 shutout of 
a conference foe.

Arkansas 42—Texas Tech 24 

The Razorbacks knew that Texas Tech was the final stumbling 
block in the path of a second straight undefeated season, and with 
the Red Raiders breathing down Arkansas’ neck for the conference 
title, it brought pressure to a peak. Tech was 8-1, and the winner 
of the Homecoming game would receive a Cotton Bowl bid. 

It was Texas Tech all the way for the first eight minutes of the 
game. Booting a 29-yard field goal and recovering an Arkansas 
fumble, Tech was in the driver’s seat. 

Arkansas, shocked at being 10 points down, recovered on the 
next kick-off with Jon Brittenum hitting Bobby Burnett, Jim Lind- 
sey and Richard Trail to give Arkansas the ball on the Tech 15. 
Burnett made it 10-7 with two plunges. But Tech couldn’t be stop¬ 
ped. Wilson hit two quick passes and then sent Jeff White deep — 
lie gathered in the ball in the end zone for a 17-7 Tech lead. 

Before the half the Hogs put another score on the board with 
two long passes to Harry Jones, then a 13-yarder to Lindsey, who 
scored from the two on the next play. With Arkansas gaining mo¬ 
mentum, the Red Raiders took a precarious 17-14 lead into halftime.

Late in the second period, Tech held a 17-7 lead, 
but the next Arkansas score seconds before the half 
marked the beginning of a run of 35 straight points 
which finished off the Red Raiders. 

Within two and a half minutes of the second half 
Arkansas had taken the lead. The key play was a 24- 
yard pass to Jim Lindsey, with Bobby Burnett gunning 
the final yardage from the 13. 

Burnett, winner of the Crip Hall Award, was again 
the workhorse on a 73-yard drive which provided the 
insurance score. Once in striking range, Jon Brittenum 
hit Richard Trail first for 14-yards and then for ten, 
putting the Hogs ahead, 28-17. 

The Red Raiders had bogged down, but Brittenum 
was just getting started. He hit Bobby Nix for 27-yards 
and two plays later found Tommy Burnett at the end 
line making it 35-17. Tech opened up aerially within its 
own territory, and Joe Black picked off a Tom Wilson 
pass and took it to the six. Burnett went over for the 
third time, breaking the school scoring record with 96 
points and making it 42-17. 

The Red Raiders put together one final drive, high¬ 
lighted by a 44-yard pass to Anderson, who scored from 
the one.

greatest defensive stand of the year, holding the Tigers 
four times inside the ten, and forcing a field goal try by 
Moreau. Hard-charging Porker defenders hurried the 
kick and it went wide from the 19. 

Time was growing short for the Porkers. 

But Brittenum began hitting Crockett in another 
Texas-type series with 8:27 showing. He found him for 
eight yards on the first try, then handed to Burnett who 
picked up the first down. Crockett snagged a 16-yarder 
along the sidelines, and then Burnett broke for 18 up 
the middle. And then it happened. Brittenum rolled 
right and tried for Crockett one more time, but an 
LSU defender was there and came up with the toss 
on the 20. 

Forcing the Tigers to punt, the Hogs set up shop 
again on their own 11 — 89 yards from 23-0 and a 
second national championship. Things were desperate 
to say the least. And like a champion, the Hogs re¬ 
sponded to the 60,000 Hog voices in the stands and 
began one last drive. 

First, Brittenum hit Crockett for 23 yards on three 
passes; then to Jones for 12 more. The clock showed 
1:05 left with the Porkers on the LSU 28. Jones 
lost 7 yards on the next play and only 32 seconds were 
left. Brittenum faded hack and the Cotton Bowl held 
its breath. Crockett was all alone on the left sidelines 
at the 24. But the LSU defenders caught up with him 
and the clock ticked off the last seven seconds with 
the Porkers desperately trying to huddle.

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Razorbacks Finish High For Rose 


The 1965-66 basketball season will probably rank as 
one of the most memorable campaigns in recent years. 
Some will remember it because of the many upsets 
which the Hogs pulled and some for the impressive 
14-10 season. But above all that, it will be remem¬ 
bered as the year in which Glen Rose, the dean of 
Southwest Conference coaches, retired. 

Picked as the probable cellar team in the league 
along with Rice, the Razorbacks didn’t live up to that 
prediction, although the Owls did. Rose was quick to 
point out that the pre-season pollsters knew just about 
as much of what was going to happen as he did, but 
he was picking the Hogs for an upper-division finish. 

The opener with Kansas, ranked eighth nationally, 
on December 1 almost cancelled the optimism which 


Rose had drummed up. The offensive-minded Jayhawks 
pasted the Hogs, 81-52. 

Arkansas then put together a five game winning 
streak before going home for Christmas by downing 
Missouri, 75-62; Oklahoma St., 55-52; Centenary, 90- 
61; Phillips 66, 75-64 and Arlington St., 78-64. The 
highlight of those wins came in the Centenary game 
when Ricky Sugg broke a 25-year old scoring record 
of 36 points by scoring 42. 

Over the holidays, the Porkers entered the Sun 
Bowl Classic only to find themselves paired with the 
nation’s fourth-ranked team, Iowa. The Hogs put quite 
a scare into the taller Hawkeyes before falling on a 
tip-in at the gun 77-75. Arkansas won the second-place 
trophy with a 67-57 win over Loyola of New Orleans.

Hogs’ Home Court Advantage Holds 


Surprising the experts, the Razorbacks opened SWC 
play with a 6-2 record — best in the conference. 
However, TCU threw the monkey wrench into the works 
in the first game with an upset 88-85 victory. 

The Porkers stormed back for an upset win of their 
own, 74-65 over Texas Tech, but again hit a blank 
wall by losing to Texas A&M, 75-72 at College Station. 
Rebounding back at home, the Porkers knocked Texas 
out of the SWC lead with a 93-82 win. Arkansas took 
a 7-4 overall record into the finals break and rested 
in third place in the conference. 

Over the semester break Arkansas downed Missis¬ 
sippi St., 69-61, in Little Rock and lost to Georgia Tech 
in Atlanta, 88-75. 

The second half of conference play began on a sour 
note as SMU nudged the Hogs, 75-74, in Fayetteville. 
Rut two straight wins, 78-59 over Baylor and 76-71 
over Rice, moved the Hogs back into contention in a 
race that was steadily bunching-up at the top. 

Baylor knocked the wind out of the Porkers again 
with a 82-71 victory in Waco only for the Hogs to 
bounce back against the hapless Rice Owls for a narrow 
73-67 win. 

With five games remaining in the season, the Razor- 
backs still had two home contests remaining, and Rose 
hoped the home court advantage would hold so that it 
would insure a high finish for the Hogs.

The home court advantage did hold, not only for 
the Razorbacks, but for the opposition as well. SMU 
came back in the last minute with two great plays to 
squeeze by the Hogs, 67-66. Arkansas retaliated with 
a record shattering 65% field goal average and a 
91-73 win over TCU at home. 

Two successive road games put the Hogs completely 
out of the title picture. First, Texas Tech took a 74-70 
win in Lubbock and then the Longhorns responded 
with a like win by the same score in Austin. 

With a winning season in sight and the final con¬ 
test set for six seniors, the Razorbacks came out ready 
to take on A&M when the teams met in Fayetteville for 
the season finale, March 2. 

A special senior appreciation night was held, and 
the Razorbacks made the most of it, giving the fans 
a 43-33 half-time lead, and going on to win. 94-71. 


By winning, Arkansas kept A&M out of a play-off 
with SMU. The Aggies had to beat Arkansas to win 
the title if SMU lost to Texas Tech, but SMU won and 
the Aggies lost. 

Talkington scored a career high with 29 points, 
hitting from under the basket and outside as well. 

Not many people realized it, but the Razorbacks 
had a 10-1 record at home, one of the best stands 
in recent years. Arkansas finished tied for fourth in the 
SWC, giving Rose the opportunity to bow out with an 
upper division finish and a winning 14-10 year. 

Sugg finished as season scoring leader and Mc¬ 
Connell took the rebounding title for conference plav 
with 115. Talkington and McConnell tied for the overall 
rebounding mark with 196 apiece. The Razorbacks also 
finished with a 75.1 scoring average compared to a 
71.0 output by opposition.

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Glen Rose Bows Out A Legend 


Glen Rose was more than an ordinary basketball 
coach at Arkansas. He was an institution. 

He was the kind of coach who took each loss 
personally as he did each win, but he never let it show. 
Rose was practically a legend in his ability to sit im- 
passionately through games no matter what the circum¬ 
stances on the court. 

For several years he pondered retirement, but it was 
always in the midst of a season, and afterwards, he 
later admitted, he would look back on the year, and 
it didn’t seem so hard. By the time the spring semester 
was over, it was too late for him to retire, and besides, 
by then he had decided he didn’t really want to in the 
first place. 

Rose started thinking more seriously about retire¬ 
ment when the 1965-66 season rolled around. He would 
have six seniors for this team and his complete starting 
unit returning. When they graduated it would mean 
another re-building year and perhaps two more seasons 
before his work bore fruit. It was either retire after 
this season or remain for at least three more years, 
because Rose didn’t believe in giving up on anything 
he started. The rumor quickly spread that this season 
would be his last. Rose wouldn’t say yes, and he 
wouldn’t say no. Instead, he adopted a type of quiet 
“wait and see”. 

For his last group of seniors he had great ex¬ 
pectations, and they provided him with his final win¬ 
ning season. The year began with a loss to Kansas, 
but followed with a five-game streak that brought the 
team to life and a top-twenty national rating. In his 
final year, Arkansas lost only one game on its home 
court — and that to the SWC champ, SMU, bv one 
point. The Razorbacks lost the SWC championship bv 
10 points. That was the total point spread in the crucial 
games that could have gone either way. 

Rose, a native of North Little Rock, lettered and 
was an All-SWC performer in basketball three years 
on three consecutive conference championship teams. 

He took over the head basketball position in 1933 
and also served as line coach on the football team. 
In 1942, he left the position for the war. and when 
he returned, was named head football coach for 1944- 
45. The following year he assumed the Universitv busi¬ 
ness manager post, and it took a toll in his health. 

During his 23 coaching years at Arkansas, he pro¬ 
duced six SWC titles, an Olympic tournament team, 22 
All-SWC players, and the ninth best winning record 
in the nation, 328-202. He played on the 1927-28 team 
which was undefeated, and coached the 1940-41 un¬ 
beaten team. 

Rose played basketball the defensive way, following 
along the line of Hank Iba’s Oklahoma State team. 
He was one of (lie most successful coaches in the nation 
with his style, but when the accent switched to offense, 
Rose made the switch too. 

With Rose’s retirement comes the end of an era. 
He didn’t say much about it, but that was just the 
plain old Glen manner. Deep down, Rose will miss the 
excitement which he directed for over two and a half 
decades, but the Arkansas fans will miss him too.

The Arkansas track team, under coach Ab Bidwell, 
put in another record season, setting five new varsity 
marks, four new freshman records and finishing second 
in the Southwest Conference cross country meet. 

Bidwell, now in his twelfth year as the Arkansas 
head coach, has led his squad to four cross country 
championships as well as 18 SWC gold medals. 

Varsity marks were established this year in the 
mile run, the two-mile relay, the distance medley, mile 
relay and pole vault. The two-mile relay team of Curt 
May, Ron Kolb, John Auffet and Bige Wray was ranked 
eighth in the nation. 

Freshman marks were established in the 440-yard 
relay, the shot put, the discus throw and the high 
jump. The Arkansas distancemen placed runner-up 
behind Texas in the annual three-mile cross country 
meet. 

The Razorbacks attended several national relays, 
including the Kansas State Invitational, the Kansas Re¬ 
lays, the Drake Relays and were host to the Arkansas 
Relays, in addition to competing in the SWC meet.

Oklahoma State’s frosh came to Fayetteville for the 
Shoats’ only home game of the year, and the Arkansas 
frosh won 17-0. In a game in which all field goals were 
scored, North Texas State handed the Shoats their 
second loss, 6-3. A 35-24 win over the Tulsa Gales 
capped the season. 

Fullback Glen Hockersmith was the leading ground 
gainer for the season, picking up 246 yards on 56 
carries. He was followed by Mickey Smith with 131 
yards. 

Noel Dempsey was the leading passer with 18 of 
35 complete for 286 yards. Gary Adams was second 
in that category with 15 of 33 for 194 yards. David 
Cox was the leading receiver, snagging 14 passes for 
270 yards. Bruce Maxwell trailed him with 14 for 124. 
Cox and Adams were the leading scorers with 18 
points apiece. 


The Shoat offense gained experience in the Broyles-brand of the I 
formation, and by the OSU game they were able to turn on steam. 
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The Shoats practiced a tenacious defense in forcing the other team into numerous errors which complemented their high-scoring offense. 


The freshmen were undefeated in 1961, 1963 and 
in 1964. In five years they have lost only two games. 

The Shoat basketball team combined speed with 
talent and came up with their best season in several 
years. Under the leadership of coach Duddy Waller, 
the Shoats played primarily a junior college schedule. 
The frosh opened with two straight wins before drop¬ 
ping a game to Bacone. After two more wins, the 
Shoats sustained their second loss, this time to Crowder. 
After that, it was all victory as the Shoats put together 
a six-game winning streak to close out the season. 
The final two wins avenged their only defeats. They 


downed Crowder in the next-to-the-last game 73-67, 
then came back with a narrow 66-65 win over Bacone. 
The highlights of the year were two wins over Beebe 
J. C., 90-49 and 89-69. 

Four Shoats finished the season in double figures. 
Gary Stephens dominated both scoring and rebound¬ 
ing with a 15.2 scoring average and 118 rebounds. 
He hit 81% of his shots. Darrell Paul followed with a 
12.5 average; Kenny Bailey scored 10.8 and Jackie 
Kimbrough hit 10.4. Bailey was second in rebounding 
with 77, followed by Paul with 73.

Thanks mainly to Jim Lee Morgan, chairman of 
the Board of Publications, it can’t be said that the 
Board’s business was as slow and obscure as usual.

An attempt, which originated in Hill Hall and 
died in the Senate, was made to change the structure 
of the board. Presently, student membership rotates 
among the presidents of MIHC, WIHC, Pan-hellenic 
and 1EC. Permanent members include the chairman 
of the Journalism Department, the president of AWS, 
the Director of Information and an appointee of the 
Faculty Senate Committee on Publications, who in the 
past has always been the Dean of Students.

The Dean of Students was added as an ex- 
officio, non-voting member of the Board, however. 

The Board has the ambiguous responsibility for 
seeing that journalistic ethics are adhered to in all 
publications. This is a sore point between publications 
personnel, since the non-journalistic board and the 
journalism students don’t always agree on what con¬ 
stitutes responsible journalistic ethics.

Air Force Reserve Officer Training Corps prepares 
cadets for an active role in today’s Air Force. In the 
basic course this year cadets were instructed in the 
principles of flight, the various roles of the Air Force, 
its systems, tactics and first aid. 

After two years of basic instruction, qualified 
cadets are given an opportunity to join the advanced 
program.

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Army ROTC Gains In Importance 


The Army Reserve Officer Training Corps, or ROTC 
as it is better known to most students, has become a 
daily part of the student’s life. In the past ROTC 
has been thought of as something to he tolerated, hut 
with the increased draft quota, it has assumed new 
importance on our campus. 

Established in 1873 through the Morril Act, ROTC 
has grown until it is now established on almost every 
college campus in the United States. The course of 
instruction is divided into two years of basic ROTC 
and, if accepted, two years of advanced study. The 
basic purpose of the course is to introduce students to 
the role of the modern Army and prepare him for 
an active role in that organization, if he so desires. 

During the basic course, cadets are introduced to 
the role, organization and structure of the Army, 
small bore marksmanship, map reading and the tra¬ 
dition and history of the Army. If qualified, the 
cadet is then offered the opportunity to enter the ad¬ 
vanced course. This will qualify him for commission 
upon graduation. 

The opportunity to enroll in the advanced course 
is based on several qualifications. Among these are 
leadership ability, academic standing, character and the 
desire to be an Army officer. 

The advanced course consists of studv in tactics, 
administration, law and radio. Along with this studv 
in basic Army skills, the cadet receives leadership 
training. Upon graduation, cadets are commissioned as 
second lieutenants and become officers in the regular 
Army.

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The View 

From My Window 


The view from my window has been colored by 
exuberance then crushing despair and disappointment. 
One cannot live with this damn book for nine months 
and not run the gambit of emotions. There are many 
good things about the University which has passed 
by this window during the year. This book tries to 
dipict all of them — good and bad. 

We have worked for an All-American book, the 
highest award for yearbooks. We wouldn’t be worthy 
of the University if we didn’t try. However, the criteria 
for an All-American book is in some ways irreconcil¬ 
able with RAZORBACK tradition. In those cases we 
have kept the tradition but have done it in the best 
manner possible. Pleasing the student body was our 
main concern. 

This year has been a controversial year for the 
RAZORBACK though very few students know it. The 
present editor was appointed on September 1 after 
Sam Yager was removed under that sometimes-enforced 
rule about grade point. If you happen to be a friend 
of the administration or live in certain houses, that 
is one rule you need never worry about — you either 
won’t be reported or you can certainly make it past 
the University petitions committee. 

A major policy change by the Board of Publications 
was also made. The RAZORBACK has gone in the 
hole for the past several years and at an increasing 
rate. This year’s book will also go in the hole, but 
not as much as the normal rise from year to year. 
This deficit comes from the University failing to meet 
its committment on funds for the book. They did 
come up with an allocation increase of $3,000 over last 
year. However, just the normal rise in cost was over 
$5,000 more than last year. 

Several plans were offered during the year, includ¬ 
ing the student activity fee idea presented at the end 
of the year. The problem with all these ideas was 
that they involved the student body and its organi¬ 
zations bailing the RAZORBACK out of debt. This let 
the University completely off the hook. Pressure was 
put upon the Board to do something about the mount¬ 
ing deficit. It was decided to go along with Bill Ebbert’s 
idea of selling the RAZORBACK to state businessmen 
and student’s parents. The problem with that is that 
it isn’t a lasting improvement — he is the only editor 
that will want to spend his summer traveling the state 
to sell this damn book. Besides, who relishes the 
idea of having MORE mammas and pappas seeing all 
the ‘bad’ things that go on at the big U and causing 


more rules to be passed? (I also can’t imagine the 
administration wanting the people of the state to see 
them subjected to some of the scorn, most of it justi¬ 
fied, that is found in the RAZORBACK each year.) 

Several things are needed. But these need to be 
lasting improvements. The book should break even and 
not make money — that would violate what it is. 
The University allotment to the RAZORBACK needs 
to be set at a certain amount for each student, say 
$3.50, and kept that way every year — this will take 
care of the increase in enrollment. Certain sections, 
such as organizations, dorms, Greeks and admini¬ 
stration, need to be streamlined to take up less room 
and cost less money. Reforms need to be made in the 
photography department so as to save money. 

But enough about technical aspects of the RAZOR- 
BACK. It is a complex, $55,000 book, and ‘that damn 
book’ is an apt term, maybe even an endearing term. 
At least, the greatest emotion viewed from this window 
was the relief of the editor when the last page was 
finished. 

Editors have said it in the past, and I can under¬ 
stand why — this book at its worst is better than 
99% of the best of other yearbooks. And the main 
reason for this is that this book is you, the students 
at the University. Though you make fun of the school, 
and many things about it are ridiculously funny; 
though you criticize it, and it needs much more con¬ 
structive criticism — this University, because of you, 
is one of the most thrilling, exciting and interesting 
universities in the nation. RAZORBACKS of the past 
have reflected this, hopefully this one will too. 

A tremendous staff of loyal workers, whom I have 
already mentioned in the publications section, really 
made this book possible. The editor started with noth¬ 
ing — really nothing. Hard work and devotion from 
those who stayed around to see it finished pulled the 
book out of the fire. Sylvia Spencer even gave up her 
spring vacation to stay around and help. 

There are no enemies that are worth talking about 
now — its only surprising how little they matter now 
that the whole thing is over. There are only friends 
made in the course of one hell of a year. Certain 
people helped the editor personally and made his work 
possible — Ronnie Robinson (who started the whole 
thing), Jerry Lineberger and family, Jim Lindsey, 
Father Johnson, Pete and Shag Shields and Cheri 
Moore. 

This book is you — take a long look at yourself. 
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This is the camera that made 
all the pictures for the RAZOR- 
BACK, good and bad; the book, 
one of the many I didn’t open 
and my empty chair in the library.
